TROTZKY ATTACKS 
U. 3. AMBASSADOR 


And Also Head of the Red 

Cross Mission to Rumania. | 
Attack Caused by Misun- 
derstanding About Seven- 
ty-Two American Autos. 


Petrograd, December 22.—The efforts 
of Colone!l Henry Watkins Anderson, 
of Richmond, Va., head of the Areri- 
can Red Cross mission to Rumania, to 
forward seventy-two American auto- 
mobiles to Mesopotamia by way of 
Rostov, have been interrupted by the 
Bolsheviki as an intention to aid Gen- 
eral Kaledines, leader of the Don Cos- 
sacks. This misunderstanding resuit- 
ed last night in a bitter attack by 
Leon Trotzky, the Bolsheviki foreign 
minister, against America, Colonel An- 
derson and David R. Francis, American 
ambassador to Russia. 

A telegram from Colonel Anderson to 
Colonel Kolpashnikoff, his agent in 
Petrograd, directfng him to “send all 
automobiles possible to Rostov,” to- 
gether with a telegram from Ambassa- 
dor Francis in which Colonel Anderson 
was authorized to draw on Henry -P. 
Davison, of New York, chairman of the 
Red Cross war council, fer 
rubles to finance Colonel Kelpashni- 
koff's work, formed the basis of 
Trotzky's attack. 

Ambassador Francis and Raymond 
Robins, of Chicago, head of the per- 
manent American Red Cross mission 
to Russia, stated that the facts were 
that Colonel Anderson sought permis- 
sion to get the automobiles to Jassy, 
but the machines were held up in Rus- 
sia. Colonel Anderson then decided that 
it was necessary for the mission’s doc- 
tors to leave Rumania because of the 
Russo-German armistice and to go to 
Mesopotamia where they could do the 
most good. He, therefore, requested 
Colonel Kolpashnikoff to send the auto- 
mobiles to Rostov, from which point 


they could,.be ‘trans-shipped te Meso- 
potamia. Colonel Anderson, however, 
later countermanded this-order.

Any liquor or beverage containing 
more than 2% per cent. alcohol shall 
be regarded as intoxicating liquor and 
banned under the new order. The re- 
strictions do not apply to importations 
for medicinal, sacramental, manufac- 
turing and chemical purposes. 

“It is essential and, indeed, vital for 
the efficient conduct of the war that 
wasteful or unnecessary expenditure 
should be prohibited and that all ar- 
ticles capable of being utilized. as food 
should be conserved,” said the premier’§ 
statement. “It is beyond question. that 
the use of liquor affects adversely the 
realization of this purpose.” 

Issuance of the order followed con- 
sideration of the measure by the war 
committee of the cabinet, it was stated. 

Liquors purchased on or prior to 
December 24 for shipment into Canada 
will be admitted into the dominion not 
later than January 31, 1918.

The enemy’s effort to cross the old 
Piave at the nearest point to Venice 
had been thrown back by Italian 
sailors and marines. The enemy used 
armed flatboats carrying a storming 
party. The Italians landed a party 
from the fleet and engaged the ene- 
my, driving him back and sinking one 
of his armed boats. 


Rome, December 22.—Italian forces in

matic Defense by Caillaux. 


Paris, December 22.—A_ resolution 
was adopted in the chamber of depu- 
ties late today depriving former Pre- 
mier Joseph Caillaux of parliamentary 
immunity in the accusation against him 
for alleged treasonable dealings with 
the enemy. The vote on the resolution 
was 417 to 2. 

A similar resolution in regard to 
Deputy Louis Loustalct was adopted 
with a show of hands by the chamber. 

The proceedings of the chamber in- 
terested the public immensely. The 
galleries of the chamber were filled and 
almost all the other seats were 0oc- 
cupied when President Deschanel rang 
the bell and M. Paisant, for the investi- 
gating committee, rose to explain its 
findings. He asked the deputies to 
attend with due respect the impending 
discussion at a moment critical to the 
nation. 

M. Caillaux entered at this juncture, 
carrying a-bundle of letters and docu- 
ments. Deputy Loustalot was next 
heard, reading a brief declaration in 
a tremulous voice, expressing his in- 
dignation at being accused of com- 
plicity in treasonable transactions. M. 
Caillaux then rose. 

Caillaux Makes Defense. 

“I will reply to the accusations of 
which I am the object,” he said, “with 
as much reserve and as much self-con- 
trol as possible.” 

“I’m not accused of betraying my 
country for money. No! But for am- 
bition,” the former premier continued, 
and then declare with emphasis: 
“Never have I tried, directly or indi- 
rectly, to come into contact with our 
enemies. Never have 1] used subterra- 
nean paths to succeed in a foreign 
olicy.

The chamber listened in absolute 
silence while M. Caillaux reviewed his 
various relationships which have been 
regarded by his accusers as suspicious.

“It is permitted that one may think 
with President Wilson,” the former 
premier remarked, “upon the formula 
of peace without annexations and 
without penalizing indemnities and 
with the right of the peoples to dis- 
pose of themselvea” 

One has a right also to think about 
the military solution and about dip- 
lomatic solution, M. Caillaux added, 
and it possibly was more apparent that 
one has a right to think that France, 
because she has suffered so much, has 
need of special care. 

He said there was much to criticize 
in the conduct of the war, particularly 


‘in his power, and 


in regard to finance. If it had been 
if his advice had 
been accepted, errors would have been 
avoided in the emission of certain 
loans that had been floated under fa- 
vorable conditions, he declared. 

The former premier then alluded to 
various political scandals in the past, 
including the Panama canal affair, and 
he asked Premier Clemenceau about a 
certain famous session in which he 
(Clemenceau) was charged with cor- 
ruption in favor of Great Britain. 

M, Caillaux concluded by asking the 
chamber of deputies to withdraw his 
parliamentary immunity in order that 
he might have justice concerning all 
the “calumnies” to which he objected. 

“I demand a trial,” he exclaimed, in 
conclusion, “so that my voice may not 
be stifled by the rolling tumbril of a 
new Santerre.” 


Caillaux Seemed Nervous. 
_ M. Caillaux began rather nervously, 
in a low conversational tone, and was 
interrupted by cries of “Louder, loud- 
er,”” from the socialist benches, while 
the center and right maintained abso- 


lute silence throughout.

Amsterdam, December 22.—A_  dis- 
patch from: the frontier to The Tele- 
graaf says it is learned from Dutch 
workmen that an explosion occurred 
in the electric power station at the 
Krupp plant in Essen, owing to a short 
circuit. The building is reported to 
have beea damaged seriously. 


The plant at Essen, the main estab- 
lishmemt of the Krupps, the largest 
manufacturers in Germany of arms and 
munitions, employed about 30,000 men 
before the war. It has been expanded 
greatly during the war. Facts relating 
to its present size and the number of 
workmen are kept secret by the Ger- 
man government. It was reported un- 
officially in October of last year that 
about 70,000 persons, including several 
thousand women, were at work there 
and that 20,000 were to be added to the 
force. 

Early this year there was a strike at 
the Krupp works, said to have been 
due to lack of food. It was reported 
that 40,000 workers were involved and 
that the authorities combated it by 
sending many of the men to the front, 
but little authentic information was 
permitted to come out of Germany. 

Essen is in Rhenish Prussia about 
40 miles from the Dutch border. Few 
places in Germany are guarded more 
carefully. No persons unknown to the 
German authorities are permitted to 
visit the town. The plant has been 
raided several times by French and 
British airmen notwithstanding its for- 
midable anti-aircraft defenses.

J. C. Wardlaw, School Su- 
perintendent, Is Introduced 
and Praises Billy for the 
Influence He Has Had on 
Children.

Billy Sunday preached his farewell 
week-day sermon to Atlanta yesterday 
efternoon and a large crowd was pres- 
ent to hear him deliver a very fine 
sermon based upon Christ’s tempta- 
tions. 

The evangelist criticised those who 
do not believe in a personal devil, and 
declared that the evil one is just as 
much a personality as God. “I am 
sorry to say,” declared he, “that some 
people do not believe in the devil. They 
do not believe that the devil is a per- 
sonality, but they will when they have 
more sense.” 

“When the spirit of Christian work 
moves in a community,” said Mr. Sun- 
day, “the devil gets busy.” He referred 
to the fact that detractors and evil 
workers sought td discredit good 
movements, and said that even at Pen- 
tecost, where so many were converted 
under the preaching of St. Peter, the 
evil-minded ones of that day tried to 
make it appear that those present were 
drunk instead of being imbued with 
the Holy Spirit. 

Billy _on Styles. 

Billy said there was no such thing 
as originality, and that everything un- 
der the sun was imitation. This brought 
him to the subject of styles, and he 
amused the audience by bringing into 
the limelight, by direct reference to 
them, the smart clothes he has worn 
during his campaign in this city. The 
great variety of beautiful suits the 
evangelist has donned since he came to 
Atlanta, a new one almost every day, 
has caustd lots of comment among the 
people who have observefi his many 
changes.

Colonel Lewis related his controversy 
with General Crozier, chief of ord- 
mance, whom he severely assailed; de- 
nied that he first offered his inven- 
tion to the British. government, de- 
tailed repeated tenders of his patents 
to the governmeat, with his profits ag- 
gregating millions of dollars, and told 
of the success with which his weapon 
‘has been used by nearly all of the 
allies. 
Severe in Strictures on Crozier. 

At times Colonel Lewis was so se- 
vere in his strictures on General Cro- 
sier and the war department that 
committee members etopped him, say- 
ing he was “too loquacious‘and desul- 
tory,” and was letting his “feelings 
run away.” 

Supporting Colonel Lewis’ testimony, 
President A. BH. Borie, of the Savage 
Arms company, which has the exclu- 
sive American license right to make 
the Lewis gun, also told of the re- 
fusal of the war department to adopt 
the Lewis gun and of the accomplish- 
ments of that weapon. Both he and 
Colonel Lewis predicted that sufficient 
numbers of the Browning gun, adopt- 
ed by the war department, would not 
be available for the American forces. 
Other manufacturers have testified 
that the production would be suffi- 
clent. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Borie’s tes- 
timony the committee adjourned over 
Christmas. It plans to resume exam- 
ination next Wednesday of Quarter- 
master General Sharpe regarding the 
clothing, cantonment, transportation 
and other questions. 

Colonel Lewis told the committee 
that as early as 1911 he offered to Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, then chief of staff, 
to turn over his invention to the gov- 
ernment. General Wood favored ac- 


ceptamce, he said, but General Crozier 
prevented it.

Colonel Lewis said. that in his opin- 
ion, the German Mauser rifle ranks 
first, the American Springfield second, 
the French rifle third, and the British 
fourth, but that for all-around present 
war purposes the British rifle is next 
to the German. He asserted that the 
war department’s order adoptin 
modified Finfield rifle was a “co 
blunder,” because time so essential in 
producing rifles then badly needed by 
the nation’s forces was lost in modi- 
fying the Enfield. 

Dented Fair Test. 

Although the war department had 
never given his invention a fair test, 
Colonel Lewis said, it has at last been 
ordered for aerial fighting. In_ the 
official tests last May, when the 


Browning was adopted, Colonel Lewis 
said he did not have time to prepare 
his gun adequately for use with Amer- 
ican ammunition. 

Colonel Lewis denied assertions 
critics of his gun that it worked wel 
only with British ammunition, saying 
it is adaptable to any make of ammu- 
nition. 

Regarding 1913 tests, when pieces of 
the Lewis gun broke, Colonel Lewis 
seid breakage in tests was common to 
all machine guns. 

As further evidence of his efforts to 
give his government the benefit of the 
inventive genius, Colonel Lewis said 
that last year, when the Browning gun 
was being developed, he offered to re- 
turn to this country, develop a Hght 
model machine gun at his own expense 
ahd present it to this government. 

Colonel Lewis repeatedly stated to 
the committee that Crozier’s attitude 
toward him and his invention was the 
result of deep prejudice and personal 
animosity. He declared General Crozier 
was autocratic, responsible for alleged 
failure to properly equip the Amer- 
ican armies and for alleged lack of 
progress in American ordnamece. He 
declared that the ordnance equipment 
of General Pershing’s forces was a 
“dis e” and that modification of the 
Brit Enfield rifle for American use 
was a “colossal mistake.” 


Not Even Considered. 

When Senator Hitchcock asked if 
any others were interested in his gun, 
and if they offered their interests to 
the government, Colonel Lewis said 
stockholders of the Automatic Arms 
company, who backed his early patent, 
were interested. 

“Did they offer their interests?’ he 
was asked. 

‘My offer wasn’t even considered,” 
Colonel Lewis protested. “It was turn- 
ed down flat.” 

A letter dated December 11, last, re- 
newing his offer of his gun to Secretary 
Baker, was read by Colonel Lewis.\ In 
it he offered also to turn over all of 
his share—43 per cent—of all royalties 
aggregating $2,000,000 under existing 
contracts,

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ILLUSTRATES HOW SATAN 


TEMPTS VULNERABLE SPOT 


Preaching on the “Temptation of 
Christ,” Billy Sunday’s Saturday 
afternoon sermon, in full, was as 
follows: 


I should like to explain a difficult 
Passage of scripture so it might be as 
helpful to you as it has been to me; 
and to teach you a lesson from it that 
might be a source of encouragement to 
you. 

I am geing to talk about the tempta- 
tion of Jesus. I am compelled to dis- 
agree with some commentators in their 
explanations of this. Not just to be 
arbitrary, but what they see I do not 
See at all. 

The history of the temptation is 
found only in Matthew and Luke. John 
does not mention it and Mark dismisses 
it with a few words. 

Matthew and Luke are the only new 
Testament books that give us the 
genealogy of Jesus. Hence they are 
the only ones that give us the key 
hecessary to understand the temptation, 

After he had been baptized by John, 
and the heavens had opened and the 
spirit of God descended upon Him like 
@ dove; after all those things was He 
led by the Spirit into the wilderness, 

Now the verb “tempted” means to be 
tried. The spirit of God does not mean 
to tempt any man to do wrens. You 
will be tempted and you will be test- 

. All temptation comes from. the 
devil, The spirit of God does not tempt 
any body. 

“He was led by the Spirit into the 
wilderness.” 

You are tested every day that you 
are led by the Spirit. Every day you 
meet something. But you are led b 
the Spirit and you are tested; but all 
temptation that gets you to turn away 
from God comes from the devil. 

Bo there is a big difference between 
being tested and tempted. You are 
tested by the Spirit; you are tempted 
by the devil. That is how you come to 
do it. 

And we have been taught that if we 
had the Holy Spirit there would be no 
effort and we would always have vic- 
tory, but it will only come after a fight. 

Now please disabuse the fact that 
you have no temptations when you be- 
come a Christian. You will. And you 
will be tempted. You never get so 
good that you will not be tempted; but 
you can get good enough so that you 
will not yield to temptation. 

Devil Always Comes. 

After the Spirit came upon Jesus, 
the devil came. That has always been 
true. After the Holy Spirit came upon 
the people of Pentecost, the devil came 
around and said that these people were 
all drunk. And Peter got up and made 


him mad by saying that it was a lie, 
that it ew: but the third hour of the 


day. 

Whenever the power of the Spirit 
of God comes to move on a city, you 
will always find the devil in and out 
of the church, beginning to throw cold 
water on it. If you want to see ia 
just see where the Spirit is working 
and there you will find the devil, too, 
The heart of the devil works to di- 
vert their attention. So learn some- 
thing, will you? 

When we begin to rush forward in 
a life of complete submission to Jesus 
Christ then the devil begins to oppose 
and if you want to know how m 
you are doing for God, find out how 
much the devil is opposing what you 
are trying to do.

Washington, December 22.—Secretary 
Baker has a plan to permit farmer boys 
in the army to return to their homes 
at periodical intervals to assist in crop 
production. He outlined it today to a 
delegation of New York farmers who 
protested against conditions created by 
the scarcity of labor. 

The delegation explained in detail 
the difficulties which confront the 
farmers. They did not ask for ex- 
emption of farm laborers, but suggeat- 
ed that it would be necessary either 
to exempt farm labor or conscript it. 

The secretary told the farmers he 
was studying ¢ plan to grant furloughs 
in the spring and the fall to boys from 
the farm whose training had been suf- 
ficiently advanced, on the condition 
that they would retrun to their homéa.

Price Fixing Condemned. 

There can be no doubt of two propo- 
sitions, taking the point of view of the 
manufacturer of materials and the pro- 
ducers of raw supplies, and that is that 
nothing destroys business confidence 
so quickly as price fixing on the one 
hand, and also that nothing tends to 
prevent production at the maximum 
excepting unlimited conditions of do- 
ing business. In nearly all quarters 
of the industrial world there is a will- 
ingness to have taxes increased fur- 
ther, in fact, some are willing to have 
their business profits nearly all taken 
away by taxes, but’ in scarcely any 
quarter is there heard commendation 
of price fixing as an aid to business. 

Current . disclosures at Washington 
show the chaos that has followed in 
several lines where prices have been 
fixed. Sound economics, therefore, do 
not seem to be served nor maximum 
production attained. These considera- 
tions are among the most powerful in 
causing a continuation of liquidation 
of securities and a steady falling in 
rices.

ON RUSSIAN SOIL 


Tokio Says Troops Will 

Not Go to Harbin, Vladi- 
vostok or Elsewhere—Ja- 
pan Is Not Mobilizing. 


Tokio, December 22.—Notwithstand- 
ing reports of the activity of the Jap- 
anese army and navy, it may be stated 
positively that Japan not only has not 
moved but does not intend to move. 
troops to Harbin, Viadivostok, or else- 
where. 

Statements that any portion of the 
Japanese army is being mobilized are 
unfounded. At the headquarters of the 


formed that no mobilization is con- 
templated and that reports of such 
projects originated in the fact that the 
authorities at present are not permit- 
ting the return to their homes of sol- 
diers whose normal period of service 
has expired. Consequently, there has 
been some increase in the army. These 
men have been retained as a precaution 
against depletion of the army of high- 
ly trained men. 
Older Trained Men Held. 

A similar poliey is being observed in 
the navy. The older trained men are 
not being permitted to leave the ships

The authorities state that a pro- 
gram involving expenditures will be 
placed before the coming session of 
parliament. It includea provisions for 
modernization of the artillery, the 
supplying of armored cars, bombs and 
other accessories, and also enlarge- 
ment of the aviation service, which 
the staff regards as more important 
than an increase in the number of di- 
visions. The naval program abandons 
the big navy plan, resting content with 
the preset organization, but favoring 
an increase in light craft, including 
submarines, destroyers and light crui- 
sers. 

Officials of the army and navy unan- 
imously condemn reports circulated 
abroad concerning present Japanese ac- 
tivities, which they describe as “stock 
jobbing.” Japan is taking the neces- 
sary precautionary measures te main- 
tain the highest standing of the army 
and navy. Thia does not result from 
anticipation of serious complications 
in the Far East. In fact, well-informed 
persons express the confident belief 
that the grave situation in Russia is 
not likely to continue. They say, how- 
ever, that Japan must endeavor to in- 


crease the efficiency of her army and 
navy during the time the Wereeens 
struggle continues. 

A dispatch to The London Times from 
Washington, forwarded here, stating 
that severe fighting had occurred at 
Viadivostok and that Secretary Lansing 
had received a request from the Ameri- 
can consul for troops, is denied cate- 
Sorically as well as a report from the 
Same course crediting the Japanese 
embassy at Washington with confirma- 
tion of the report that Japanese troops 
Rad been landed at Viadivostok.

; - TEMPLES?

the true and specific sense of the term.

It Is both interesting and in- 
structive to note that this characteristic applies alike to heathen temples and 
to exclusive sanctuaries reared to the name of the true and Bd tm ; in

So also with the Tabe1 Jeraciites in their migration from Egypt: and 
Temples of Solomon, Zerubbabe! and Herod, in each of 
which were spacious courts enclosed by an outer wall, with altar and other 
equipment, within which courts the people congregated; but the sanctuary 
itself was a relatively «mall structure, reserved for the most holy ordinances 
and ceremonial ministry. Similarly the Temples erected and maintained by 
the Latter-day Saints are reserved for the solemnizing of sacred ordinances, 
and are distinctively other than meeting-houses used for public worship. 

True to the Divine commission laid upon Israel, the Nephite colonists 
erected a Temple on the Western Continent as early as 570 B. C., about thirty 
years after their exodus from Jerusalem. The Book of Mormon informs us 
that this structure was patterned after the Temple of Solomon, though greatly 
inferior in size and splendor. (2 Nephi 516.) 

The Latter-day Saints build Temples because they are commanded so to 
do through the direct word of modern revelation; and in this divinely imposed 
labor they recognize the purposes of God with respect to the salvation and 
possible exaltation of mankind. ee | 

Through the atonement wrought by Jesus Christ the eventful resurrection 
of all who have Hved and died is assured. This deliverance from the power 
of death is an essential element of Redemption; and Christ is the one only 
Redeemer of the race. 

By compliance with the prescribed terms as embodied in the Gospel, men 
may be saved from the blighting effects of sin. This condition constitutes 
Salvation: and since provision therefor is made effective through the atone- 
ment, Christ is the one and only Savior of the race. 

Great and glorious as is the boon of Redemption from the grave, greater 
and more glorious as are the conditions prescribed for the soul’s Salvation.

Women of Colquitt County 
Operate New Kind of Market 


The women of Colquitt county have 
solved the problem as to how the pro- 
ducers shall market their farm pro- 
ducts difectly to the buyers instead of 
through the several’ middlemen who 
Usually acquire the larger share of the 
profits, and the idea is such a good 
one that club women and others in the 
state will be glad to know of the plan 
adopted. 

Tne women of the county 
ganized themselves into the Ladies’ 
Marketing Association of Colquitt 
County. Twice a week they hold sales, 
the market being conducted under 4 
tent, and the results have been most 


encouraging. Already the market has 
outgrown tne capacity of one tent, and 
next week the ladies expect to raise 
another canvas roor for tneir enlarged 
market. 

The county is more than self-support- 
ing 1 its agricultural production, and 
the women ot the county are con- 
Sstantly working for the iunprovement 
of marketing conditions. The test 
wiarket: movement is quite new.

Russia’s Food Problem. 


(From Cartoons Magazine.) 

There ig food enough in Russia, but 
the fault lies in its distribution, and 
this fault may be traced, first to the 
long war, and the disorganization that 
occurred in consequence, to the mis- 
} management of the old regime, to.the 
confusion arising with the revolution, 
and to the mismanagement of the rev- 
olutionary government. Transportation 
has diminished in efficiency, both river 
and rail: so that with long hauls from 
the south and east it is difficult to 
transport enough food. .The provinces 
in the north raise but little grain, and 
it is difficult to take them supplies. 
As a result the people there suffer 
from the need of certain articles, chief- 
ly wheat bread. There is usually plen- 
ty of whole rye bread, which is black 
and soggy, the rye being ground with 
stones, and therefore rather gritty. It 
isn’t a bread taht we would eat, ex- 
cepting as a last resort; but the Rus- 
sians eat it and prefer it to white 
bread. 


This winter possibly, with the riot- 


ine that has occurred, there may be a; 


zreat dearth of food in Petrograd and 
Moscow. People may suffer, but if the 
conditions could remain as they were 
during the summer there would be no 
suffering, or not as much as will occur 
in certain portions of Chicago. 

The fact is that I saw fewer evi- 
dences of malnutrition in Russia than 
I see in Chicago. I saw no one, out- 
side the hospitals, who was not ell 
nourished, nor did 1! see an indi 
ual who was not fairly well clo 
and well shod, excepting the be 
who wore the garb that enable 
to carry on his calling.

CHRISTMAS AS USUAL! 


Christmas of 1917 is at the world’s door! 

While some may be prompted to note @ 
semblance of incongruity in the observance 
of this anniversary of the birth of the Prince 
of Peace in the usual joyous manner while 
practically the whole world is involved in @ 
confusion of slaughter, there is in that very 
fact really more reason than ever why the 
day and the occasion should be made one of 
heart-gladness and for the dissemination of 
cheer. 

The world is in war, it is true; men are 
dying on the battlefields; wives are being 
widowed; children orphaned. All over the 
world tears of anguish are being shed and 
hearts broken, all because the spirit of war 
is abroad; all because all men have not good 
will toward each other. 

But, barring the immediate suffering of 
the moment—and strong hearts must rise 
above that—there is every reason why Amer- 
icans should rejoice in this celebration of 
Christ’s birth. There is, fundamentally and 
primarily, the very reason of our belliger- 
ency: That the spirit of the Nazarene 
might triumph upon earth, and pervade with 
supreme majesty the hearts of men; that 
human rights, human liberties, human free- 
dom to enjoy the blessings to bequeath which 
He suffered on the cross, might be made se- 
cure in the world; that civilization might 
demolish brutality; that right might rule 
over might! 

Sad, in many respects, as the world un- 
doubtedly is—and as some of our people are 
bound to be, being human—conditions could 
be infinitely worse. And as it is, they afte 
rapidly getting better; the horizon is aglow 
with the dawning of the brighter day whose 
coming is inevitable. ; 

This does not necessarily mean that the 
day of peace is in sight; for it Is not. But 
it does mean that its coming can be foretold 
—not the time, but the fact—and that when 
it comes it can mean only one thing: The 
thing to bring which the Babe of Bethlehem 
Was sent upon earth and for which He later 
suffered Calvary, 

Therefore, while today, by closing our 
eyes and giving fancy play, we can hear the 
rumbling of guns across the sea and the 
groans of those who are dying in a cause 
not unlike that for which He died, Christmas 
really has an added significance; and we 
may, with the greatest of justification, put 
more spirit and meaning than ever before 
into our song of “Peace upon earth; good 
will to all men!”

CANADA'S ANSWER. | 


At the ballot box last’ Monday Canada 
put an effective quietus upon its pacifistic, 
pro-Hun element, when the Borden regime 
was sustained by an overwhelming vote at 


an election in which conscription was the, 


paramount issue. 

It was an election of which the United 
States was a keenly interested spectator. 
No political contest -in .Canada in recent 
years was of more concern to this country— 
not éven excepting the historic “reciprocity” 
contest of a few years ago—interest in it on 
this side of the line being due to the simi- 
larity of sentiment in the two countries. 

Canadian and American interests have 
much in common. Opinion here is very 
much like that on the other side of the un- 
fortified international boundary—especially 
opinion relating to the war. Canada has for 
more than three years been forced to con- 
tend against pacifism, Prussian propagan- 
dists, German sympathizers and anti-con- 
scriptionists precisely as the United States 
has had to for nine months; and this nation- 
wide election over there has afforded the 
first opportunity for a real, popular expres- 
sion in terms that count, and the first real 
test of strength either country has enjoyed 
since the world war began. 

Party lines were completely submerged 
in the one great issue. The pro-conscrip- 
tionists were led by Premier Sir Robert Bor- 
den. They consisted in most of the conserv- 
atives and the liberals, who believed in con- 
scription. Former Premier Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier, venerable and much-beloved Canadian 
statesman, was placed in the leadership of 
the forces who were opposed to the recently- 
enacted conscription bill—or, rather, who de- 
manded that the act should be put to a refer- 
endum vote of the people before taking ef- 
fect. Their contention right along has been 
that conscription is undemocratic and un- 
popular, and that if the people were given a 
voice it would never be invoked. 

The Canadian conscription law is in all 
essentials similar to ours. Opposition to it 
has been along precisely the same lines as 
has that to-:our law~—and there is good 
grounds for belief that much of it sprung 
from the same source. 

Canada’s interests in the war are prac- 
tically identical with ours. Our peoples are 
much the same in thought. 

The issue in the Canadian election just 
held was identically the same as what in all 
probability would be the overshadowing 
issue here were a national election to be held 
tomorrow.

TAKE CARE OF THE TEACHERS. 


Council has only one more week in which 
to provide for an increase in the salaries of 
the school teachers of Atlanta, if such an 
increase is to be effective during 1918.

EFFORT MISDIRECTED. 


Since the war began there has been a 
woeful wastage of good American energy in 
the fields of invention and _ discovery. 
Spurred by the needs of the nation and 
stimulated by the hope of riches and im- 
mortal fame, inventors, near-inventors and 
would-be inventors have been working as- 
siduously to produce something both new 
and effective to help win the war: but to 
date their efforts have’ been rather disap- 
pointing, when measured by results. 

One reason for this is said to be that 
the efforts of our well-meaning would-be 
inventors have largely been misdirected; 
that they have almost exclusively applied 
to ordnance, whereas, as the results have 
shown, only a very few of those so laboring 
have even a superficial knowledge of the 
field they sought to invade. 

The national committee on explosives 
and ordnance reports that out of the thon- 
sands of devices offered it, as having direct 
bearing upon the prosecution of the war, 
only a very few have merited more than 
cursory examination; and in a recent inter- 
view Hudson Maxim said that of fifty-seven 
such inventions submitted at one meeting 
of the committee, “only four were recom- 
mended for devélopment”—and the value of 
those four is as yet problematical. 

It is a mistake, as Mr. Maxim points out, 
for anybody with an inventive “turn of 
mind” or with ambition to invent, to allow 
himself to be misled by “extravagant ac- 
counts of discoveries made by men of little 
or no training in mechanics,” or without 
technica] knowledge of the subject attacked. 
It is declared that the war and navy depart- 
ments are being literally flooded with “in- 
ventions” and “ideas” that are of no value 
whatever and reveal only their authors’ lack 
of knowledge. Many of them are not even 
new, but have nreviously been recorded in 
the patent office and rejected, showing that 


‘Uncle Sam scared out of the war! 


Possibly some confusion will arise, and 
dealers who may have stocked themselves 


Canada has spoken: it ! With pyrotechnics in anticipation of the holi- 


day trade may suffer a degree of loss and 
hardship, but the patriotic public, without 


| doubt, will commend the mayor’s attitude. 


His decision is based upon sane and alto- 
gether patriotic grounds. He holds, first, 
that this is no time for the spending of 
money on purely non-essentials—which cer- 
tainly includes holiday fireworks. Second, 
that the government has need for every 
ounce of gunpowder and other explosives in 
the country, and that it illy-becomes civil- 
ians to waste such important war materials 
for the sake of a bit of non-beneficial pleas- 
ure. Third, that the use of fireworks would 
needlessly menace the cotton and other 
necessities stored in the city, and, fourth, 
that the promiscuous shooting of rockets and 
bombs would offer a degree of protection, 
if not an incentive, for alien enemies to com- 
mit acts of incendiarism, greatly to the detri- 
ment of the city and to the government. 

Each in itself is a reason sufficient to 
commend the mayor’s policy to any fair- 
minded citizen. 

It is understood that officials of the fed- 
eral government have requested that fire- 
works be dispensed with this year, simply 
as a wartime safeguard, and while the burn- 
ing of gunpowder is in nowise essential to 
the fullest enjoyment’ of the Christmas sea- 
son, there is no valid reason why any citizen 
should not cheerfully accede to the coun- 
try’s request and comply strictly with the 
mayor’s will and the letter of the law, and 
co-operate in the observance of a powderless 
Christmas.

Somehow or other, Billy strangled the 
Mexican who was behind the door with his 
naked hands. Firing began outside, and 
he left the house and started to run. A 
bullet passed through both his cheeks, but 
Billy did not pause. As he reached the 
road a second bullet struck him in the 
thigh and he fell. 

Billy regained consciousness in the mili- 
tary hospital at Fort Russell, N. Mex. Amer- 
icans passing in an automobile had picked 
him up and hurried him across the border. 


Off for Antipodes. 

Billy recovered, he shipped for Australia. 
After a time there he sailed for England 
on an Italian vessel. When the ship reach- 
ed Liverpool, war had been declared, and 
Billy and a chum decided to come to France 
and join the Legion. 

The Italian captain brought the boys to 
Bordeaux, and at that city took them into a 
cafe to drink to their good fortune. One 
drink led to another, and the next day 
Billy and his comrade woke up at sea, bound 
for Chile. 

When the ship reached Arica harbor, the 
comrades beat up the captain who had 
shanghaied them, then served two months in 
a Chilean prison for the offense. After that 
they waited for a ship back to France. The 
night before they were to sail, Billy’s chum 
was murdered by Germans living at Arica, 
who dia not relish the idea of anyone join- 
ing the Legion to fight against their kaiser. 

In June, 1915, Billy joined the Legion. He 
reached the front just in time for the 
Legion’s charge in the Bois Sabot, September 
98. At the start of the charge he was wound- 
ed, yet refusci to go to the rear. Struck 
later, a second time, he fell unconscious and 
was reported dead. 

But Billy turned up later at a hospital. 
Cured, he returned to the front, hoping for 
another attack. He has scores to settle 
with the Germans. He is settling them. 


New York “Bucky” O'Neill. 

Harman Edwin Hall was a type of the 
adventuresome American found in_ the, 
ranks of the Legion. Hall was born in west- 
tern New York, near Buffalo. He received 
a technical education and while yet in his 
teens, went to Chicago, where he worked for 
a number of years with a large automobile 
concern, firat as an expert mechanic, and 
later as a salesman. 

Always active and fond of adventure, Halk 
came to France on a cattle boat directly aft- 
er the outbreak of the war, enlisted in the 
Legion and was sent to the depot of the 
First regiment at Lyons for training. 

He was at the time about 25 years old, a 
blue-eyed, dark-haired man, rather short and 
stockily built. Because of his mechanical 
ability, he was placed in the machine gun 
section, being the American in the sec-

He was fighting 
with the so-called regular troops. A detach- : 


filled with long. marches, tiresome drills and 
arduous tasks. The training for the ma- 
chine gun operation is unusually long, and 
Hall complained loudly when detachments 
departed for the frumt in January and March 
and he was left behind. 

Hall was overjoyed when, shortly after 
the battle north of Arras, he entrained for 
the front with a detachment to fill out the 
ranks which had been go depleted in the 
fight. 

The First regiment remained a short dis- 
tance behind the front for about three weeks 
after Hall’s arrival in the north. Finally, 
the men were told that the next day the 
regiment would lead a grand assault against 
the German trenches around the Cabaret 
Rouge and Hill 119. In a letter Hall wrote 
that day he expressed himself as highly 
pleased that at last he was to see action. 
From hearing the stories of comrades who 
had spent some time at the front, Hall had 
become as bitter against the enemy as the 
most outraged Belgian, and he was anxious 
to operate his machine gun against them. 

Facing the Shrapnel. 

One morning the Legionnaires left their 
trenches and charged the German lines. 
The assault was suecessful and the foe was 
pushed out of his first, second ang third 
line of defense in rapid succession. After 
being pushed over the crest of Hill 119, 
which Hall’s battalion was attacking, the 
Germans received reinforcements. They ral- 
lied, and began making counter attacks. 

Under a heavy fire of shrapnel and a 
steady stream of lead from rifles and ma- 
chine guns, Hall’s section rushed up to the 
captured German trenches and set up its 
guns to help in holding the conquered 
ground. It was now afternoon; the Germans 
were being held back, but had thrown up 
temporary trenches, from which they kept 
up a constant fire at the French. 

he Legionnaires were in. captured 
trenches and as what had been the unpro- 
tected rear was now the attacked front, they 
were poorly sheltered. It was necessary 
to crouch low to be safe, but Hall persisted 
in putting up his head every few minutes 
and looking over towarda the Germans. 

“Keep your head down,” advised his ser- 


ant. 

“I will not duck my head for any damned 
Boche,” replied the American. A few min- 
utes later a bullet crashed through Hall's 
brain. 7 

It is a curious fact that almost exactly 
the same thing occurred to and killed the 
famous Captain “Bucky” O’Neill of Roose- 
velt’s Rough Riders rigs the Spanish war.

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Trade War Recedes Backward 


—_—_———

London—It seems at the moment. that 
Great Britain, faced withthe alternative of 
capturing Germany’s military and diplo- 
matic positions or capturing Germany’s trade, 
has chosen the former The talk about cap- 
turing German trade has subsided to a faint 
whisper, not the whisper of conspirator, but 
that of a very weak man. 

The big drive for German trade took, place 
before the Somme offensive and during that 
summer. It was not altogether a success 
and the officers commanding have been re- 
placed. Others with new tactics have taken 
their places. 

From August, 1914, a sustained effort has 
been made in Great Britain to develop cer- 
tain industries previously controlled by Ger- 
many. In some cases sheer necessity was 
the driving force. The army needed optical 
instruments, civilians needed dyes and as- 
pirin, But a host of other products, from 
toys to special kinds of pottery, were made, 
with the highly creditable purpose of cutting 
out Germany from her trade in Britain and, 
if possible, of substituting British-made 
gooda in Dominion, allied and neutral mar- 
kets. The Paris conference marks the 
height of the activities connected with these 
manufacturing experiments. 

In a way the Paris conference was 
the expression of fear on the part of the 
British manufacturers. They had infant 
industries and, naturally, asked for protec- 
tion. At the same time the bugaboo of Ger- 
man thoroughness and capacity frightened 
them. They did not want Germany to get 
the chance of coming in before the British 
product had made good. 

Within the last six months intense dis- 
satisfaction has been expressed in regard to 
some of these British products. The dye 
industry which was floated with all sorts of 
publicity*and apparent approval from gov- 
ernment and scientists and business men has 
not conspicuously made good. Although 
private firms, previously engaged in making 
dyes, are supplying some of the necessary 
quantities, the new firms are being sniped 
at by critics, some eminent experts, some 
quite ordinary people who want dyes that 
dye. Exactly what the rights and wrongs 
of the case are cannot be learned, but the 
fact is that the dye shortage in Britain has 
not been relieved to any appreciable extent. 
Dyes made in Britain will have a hard strug- 
gle if Germany can get her goods in with- 
out exorbitant duties; as for the foreign 
trade, it seems impossible to expect compe- 
tition when the war is over. 

An End Put to Bragging. 

Disappointment in this and other experi- 
ments has put an end to the bragging which, 
unfortunately, made itself heard earlier in 
the war. It has been impossible to release 
either workers or raw materials for manu- 
factures which do not contribute directly 
toward vinang the war, and the new indus- 
tries have surfered. 

The political situation also had its ef- 
fect on the talk of capturing German trade. 
German trade, as represented by the great 
capitalists, who used it in connection with 
the state for “peaceful penetration” with half 
an eye to war, is still an enemy; but the idea 
of capturing German trade to such an ex- 
tent that Germany, and the German people, 
will be enfeebled and starved, is something 
else. To ask for that sort of a war after the 
war is to help the German jingees in 
their effort to persuade the people of Ger- 
many is fighting for her life. It is also 
to give the lie to President Wilson’s re- 
peated statements that the allies have no de- 
sire to crush the German people. 

It is true that certain small sections of 
the British public, composed of some ag- 
gresvive business men and some members 
of the old aristocracy, still plead for the cut- 
throat war after the war, and their efforts 
are helped by the work of certain agita- 
tors who clamor for annihilation of Ger- 
man territory, population and commerce, as 
reprisal for submarine sinkings. The ma- 
jority of British business men, as the ma- 
jority of the British people, look toward a 
saner settlement and look to a binding yy 
relations with the Germans when the r- 
mans are again fit to be members of decent 
society. ; 

Germans Do Some Things Well, 

The economic principle they work on is 
this: The Germans undoubtedly have cer- 
tain aptitudes which it would be folly to 
neglect. They can do certain things well, 
and they have certain natural resources. 
Whatever happens in the war} after it is over 
the Germans will etart their factories and 
workshops running again. They will enter 
foreign markets where we have no influence 
and where they have us beaten from thes 
by reason of their experience. If we try 
to compete with them here in England we 
will have to manufacture at great expense 
for a small market, while they produce on 
a large scale for the rest of th® world. On 
the other hand we have certain branches 
peculiarly our own. We can do things the 
German cannot do. We can compete with 
him in these branches and beat him, mak- 
ing enough to pay him for the goods he does 
cheaply and netting profit to ourselves. Also 
we will rob the German of a pret_xt for war! 

New industries will go on in ‘England; 
the truth about Germany’s penetration is that 
she sold Britain goods which Britain could 
make just as well, in some cases, Hereaft- 
er these and certain other key industrieea, 
essential in war, will flourish, if need be, un- 
der state patronage. But the idea of keep- 
ing Germany forever out of the British mar- 
ket is steadily losing ground, It will be- 
come strong again, if wes is made with 
the Hohenzollern; it will fall utterly to the 
ground if the Germans emancipate them- 
Selves 

After three years of preaching the trade 
war, England is forgetting it and turni 
to the first principles of the war in the fiel 
Her industry has progressed so far in these. 
three years that she can afford to let Ger- 
many compete and yet win a fortune in the 
fair fight for commerce.

How Every Added Month 
of War Is a Loss to Ger- 
many Irrespective of the 
Military Situation.

It is almost exactly a year ago that 
the German kaiser suddenly proposed 
peace by negotiation. Now there are 
@ver multiplying rumors that a second 
German proposal is to be made, and 
both London and Paris seem convinced 
that the new year will be marked by 
one more dramatic imperial gesture 
like those which before the war alter- 
nately filled Burope with alarm and 
with laughter. , 

The circumstances of a new peace 
proposal would not be greatly different 
from those of last year. It would 
be made, and this is the essential de- 
tail, after a great German success on 
the battlefield, and it would be made 
by a militaristic Germany, proclaiming 
its triumph and intending to retain its 
hold upon German political life on the 
strength of its achievement in a war 
of conquest. 

In a sense, the outward appearance 
of things is today more favorable to 
the Germans than a year ago. Al- 
though Rumania had been beaten—by 
Russian treachery, as it subsequently 
turned out, but, as it then seemed, by 
a dramatic and 0brilliant offens¥ve— 
there was yet no real basis for believ- 
ing that Rusisa would collapse and 
make a separate peace. In point of 
fact, of course, Russia—fthe reactionary 
cabinet which controlled it—had _ al- 
ready taken the first steps to betray 
the allies and the country to the enemy. 

Alliance Is Broken. 

Yet on the face of things the alli- 
ance against Germany still stood firm, 
while today it is plainly broken and 
Russia is seeking a separate peace, 
And, if one can judge by all signs, 
Russia is definitely removed from the 
battle lines of the allies and all chance 
of her return has vanished. It fs im- 
portant to grasp this fact, because 
much harm will result if the people of 
the allied countries continue to look, 
now in hope, now in fear, toward a 
nation from which only tidings un- 
favorable to them can come. It is the 
part of wisdom to face the truth, how- 
ever unpleasant, and the truth is, Rus- 
sia has quit. 

On the. other hand, if Russia is now 
geen to have gone, as she had gone 
actually if not visibly a year ago, the 
United States has taken her place and 
is bound, by this time next year, to 
have filled it. Thus in fact the alliance 
against Germany is in a better posture 
than a year ago, because it has defi- 
nitely lost a disloyal ally only to gain 
@ greater ally, whose eventual aid will 
far surpass all possible Russian con- 
tribution and whose loyalty and good 
faith cannot be doubted. 

A Superficial Improvement. 

But with a superficial improvement 
in German conditions, with one great 
foe out and a new enemy not yet 
ready, with an Italian success to give 
color to the claim of invincibility for 
Frussian arms, Germany is now to pro- 
pose new peace terms. Why? Simply 
because, whatever the present §situa- 
tion, there -is no. thoughtful German 
who can mistake the fact that the fur- 
ther protraction of the war will be a 
German disaster of incalculable dimen- 
gions, even if the Germans succeed in 
holding their present lines for another 
year, or even retaking in the east some 
of the Turks’ lost territory. 

Germany's situation is complicated 
by the fact that what Germany has 
won is tangible, what she has lost is 
imponderable; what she has temporari- 
ly conquered is written on the map, 
what she has permanently lost is not to 
be marked on the tnap, in the main, 
mor is it to be measured at all until 
the war comes to an end. Yet the 
loss is staggering. An industrial na- 
tion, with little accumulated capital, 
depending upon her neighbors and her 

resent enemies for her raw matertals 

o feed her factories and upon these 


game countries for markets in which to 
gell her manufactures, Germany has in 
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three years and a half exhausted all 
of her capital; she is bankrupt, and 
when the war ends she must come to 
her present foes to purchase her raw 
materials, for which she Cannot pay 
in money; and in addition she must 
seek ‘thereafter to sell her manufac- 
tures among the peoples who for three 
years and a half have been not alone 
facing German troops in the field, but 
seeing their civilian populations mur- 
dered by the submarine and the air- 
plane, by the various devices of the 
German “terribleness.” 
Must Regain Markets, 

To do business with the world after 
the war Germany must enlist the credit 
of her foes, she must regain their mar- 
kets, and she must obtain once more 
the use of the ports of her foes, above 
all the use of British ports for her mer- 
chant ships; for unless she can do this 
she can no longer compete with the 
maritime powers, whose colonial pos- 
sessions enable them to do business 
without the permission or aid of Ger- 
many. If Germany is to go back into 
business she must once more make use 
of Gibraltar, Algiers, Singapore, Genoa, 
Aden, Bombay and Hong Kong. She 
must rgclaim the British and the Amer- 
ican markets. 

Now, whatever the eventual value of 
her conquests in the Balkans, in west- 
ern Russia and in Asia Minor, they can- 
not be of any immediate counterbalanc- 
ing value for Germany as compared 
with her lost markets and lost sources 
of raw material. If Germany were to 
make peace on the basis of the present 
war map she would still have lost the 
war, so far as the present generation 
is concerned, because, while she held 
Belgium and northern France, every 
port and colony of the British empire 
would be closed to her and she would 
find herself a landlocked state, which, 
to live, must have outlet upon the sea 
and in the markets of the maritime 
nations. 

Some Lost Markets. 
Further than this, each month the 


war proceeds the German market of 
the future declines. The casualty lists

that come from our first encounters 
with German troops in France will 
transform the familiar trademark 
“Made in Germany” into a handicap for 


a century, and American credit will not 
quickly be extended to the nation re- 
cently our deadly foe. In addition, one 
South American state after another is 
entering the war, and as a consequence 
demolishing the German commercial 
structure within its boundaries. China 
is a belligerent, and German markets 
in China have passed to Japanese and 
American control. German markets in 
South America will pass to the United 
States. As for Britain and her colo- 
nies, it is only necessary to know some- 
thing of the Canadian feeling toward 
the German to realize how long will be 
the struggle for Germany to get back 
into the British empire. An _intra- 
empire tariff and shipping agreement 
are almost certain to follow the war 
and close the German avenues to mar- 
kets which’ were so long the most val- 
uable outside of Europe. 

Therefore, the German, still knowing 
fortunate days on the battlefield, per- 
ceived a year ago that his sole salva- 
tion lay in ending the war before the 
full harvest of hate and prejudice had 
ripened and while there was still a 
chance of saving some of his vanishing 
markets. That portion of Germany 
which is moderate, not because of po- 
litical or moral ideals, but begause of 
material and business concerns, last 
year demanded peace, and to its de- 
mands, reinforced by the war-weari- 
ness of the masses of the German peo- 
ple, the government replied by a peace 
proposal, abortive, probably wholly dis- 
honest in real purpose, but in itself 
giving evidence of the true state of 
affairs in Germany. 


Material Position Werse. 


Now, after a year, Germany is to 
So far 
as the military .situation is concerned 
the Germans are not much worse off 
than they were a year @g£0, save as 
their submarine campaign has failed 
and left them no weapon against their 
chief foe—Great Britain. They have 
lost battles and ground in the west, but 
they have accomplished the downfall of 
Russia and have greatly lessened the 
pressure upon Austria by their Ital- 
ian campaign. Their Turkish ally has 
lost Bagdad and Jerusalem, Mesopota- 
mia and Palestine, but they have lost 
nothing and on the military side are 
threatened with no immediate disaster. 

But on the materta!l side the Genman 
position is infinitely worse than a year 
ago, and it is to the material side that 
the world will look more and more 
henceforth for the _ solution of this 
greatest of wars. In the last year Ger- 
many has not lost more men than her 
French and British opponents, conceiv- 
ably, but she has borne the loss alone, 
while the French and British have di- 
vided it. In two years the British may 
have lost 1,500,000, the French 1,000,000, 
but the Germans have Jost 3,000,000, in- 
cluding their casualties in the Russian 
and Italian fields. This means that the 
German industrial machinery, the hu- 
man machinery, is being burned up al- 
most twice as fast as the French or 
the British, while we, the other great 
rival, have as yet lost nothing tn man 
power. 

; The American Factor. 

And at the same time the year has 
seen the United States enter the war, 
immediately turning over its great re- 
sources in money and credit to the al- 
lies and preparing to turn over its mil- 
lions of men. In 1919, if the war en- 
dures that long, we shall take over a 
portion of the human losses of the al- 
lies, while the drain on German man- 
hood will remain constant. And with 
our entrance into.the war we have tak- 
en up new relations with the enemies.

cial commitments to Britain, France 
and Italy, will insure close relations 
after the struggle. When the war ends 
our investments in Britain and France 
will be tremendous; merely to protect 
| them, if for no other reasons, we shall

.Habilitating these countries. 

: Thus, in fact, although not by any 
treaty written or likely to be written, 
‘there is forming a great economic al- 
'liance against Germany which will en- 
‘dure after the war. Its cement will 
be the blood of the soldiers of the al- 
lied nations shed in a common cause 
land against a common foe. All the 
‘negotiations, arrangements, interchange 
‘of men and ideas among the allied coun- 
tries will contribute to erecting an al- 
liance not less real because it has no 
“scrap of paper” to guarantee it. 


Commercial Germany’s View. 

All this commercial Germany sees. 
Much of it this commercial Germany 
recognizes is now unavoidable, but out 
of the ruin much may perhaps still be 
saved if the war does not go on for 
a year or two more and complete the 
organization of the world against the 
fatherland. But each month the war 
goes forward this alliance, this mutual 
understanding, this community of ac- 
tion among her enemies menaces Ger- 
many’s future, and the more successful 
her armies are in the field, provided 
they do not accomplish an absolute 
triumph—and no German expects this— 
the closer this alliance becomes and 
the more closely united are the French, 
the British and the Americans, to say 
nothing of the Italians and all the 
smaller nations now allied with the 
anti-German group. 


Hence, it is essential to Germany to 
have peace. Each day the war con- 
tinues is a lost battle, even though it 
is marked by no captured trench or 
city. This is why the German talks 
peace. This is why the German agent 
talks peace; this is why every Ger- 
man intrigue is directed toward pro- 
curing peace. We on the allied side be- 
lieve that in time, and when America 
arrives on the battlefield, the victory 
can be won in the field. The German, 
equally honestly, believes that he can 
never be defeated and conquered by the 
opposing armies, and his arguments 
have their value. But what the German 
does recognize more clearly than the 
allies is the fact that short of the sort 
of victory which escaped him at the 
Marne and at Verdun he will lose the 
war if it is protracted, even if his ar- 
mies are unconquered, because his 
whole commercial and industrial fu- 
ture is being destroyed, while his ar- 
mies remain unbeaten and his lines un- 
shaken. 

Some Certain Offers. 


Now, in this situation and temper the 
German is going tO propose peace 
again. What will his suggestions be? 
He wants peace and he must pay a 
price, but his foes desire peace and are 
also suffering from war-weariness. In 
this situation there is an irreducible 
minimum that he would not recognize 
last year and must’recognize this year 
as unescapable. Until he is prepared to 
evacuate Belgium and northern France, 
as’ well as recently conquered Italian 
districts, there is not the smallest pros- 
pect that his foes will even listen to 
his suggestions, These things he must 
offer and these things his own people 
and his own commercial interests rec- 
ognize are inevitable. Therefore, it 
seems to me certain that the next Ger- 
man peace pSoposal will carry with it 
the frank assertion that Germany is 
prepared to g0 back to the situation 
of 1914 on the west. If she does not, 
it will simply mean that the military 
party has complete control and that it 
is risking, inviting, a domestic reac- 
tion, which is assured, in the vain be- 
‘Hef that it can still conquer.

France, they will demand that Ger- 
many provide indemnities for the re- 
building of the cities and the rehabili- 
tation of the farmihg and mining dis- 
tricts, wrecked, not as an incident of 
legitimate war, but as a detail in the 
German program of terribleness—and 
this demand it seems to me certain the 
United States will support. 


Eastern Peace Terms. 

We may assume, however, that if 
Germany's concessions on the west are 
specific she will still seek her reward 
in the east and southeast. She is mak- 
ing a separate peace with Russia, and 
in this peace Russia has ignored her 
allies. The first reports of the Ger- 
man terms indicate that Germany 
means to ask all of the territory she 
has conquered, some 120,000 square 
miles, with 20,000,000 of people, pushing 
the Russian frontier back to the boun- 
daries of 1795. She plans to divide this 
territory into two states, a Poland to 
be annexed, in fact if not in terms, by 
Austria; a Lithuania to be similarly an- 
nexed to Germany. In both cases she 
will assert that she is liberating a 
small nation and giving unity to an 
oppressed race. Actually, of course, 
she will be creating two more subject 
states. 

But even more important is the as- 
sertion that Germany means to demand 
control of the Russian wheat market 
for some years and free entrance for 
her manufactures into Russia. This, as 
many Russians have already pointed 
out, means the economic servitude of 
Russia. It means that Germany will 
seize the Russian market, that Russia 
will become a dependency of German 
industry, capital and commerce, In 
the vast Russian empire Germany is 
then planning to seek the consolation 
and the counterpoise fo¥ her lost mar- 
kets the world over. 

Prebable Russian Acceptance. 

It is far from unlikely that those who 
control Russian policy today will agree 
to these terms, because the vast inert 
Russian population desires immediate 
peace at any price, and those who con- 
trol are eager to retain power at any 
cost to their country. Thus, even be- 
fore Germany makes her peace propo- 
sal to the allies, they may have to 
confront the accomplished fact of Rus- 
sian surrender and German supremacy 
in the east. In this case they will 
have to decide whether to continue to 
fight for the creation of a real Poland, 
actually independent of Germany, or to 
accept the situation as it exists and 
leave Germany in possession of her 
Russian profit. 

Turning to the Balkans, the situa- 
tion is less clear. Germany cannot pro- 
pose a return to 1914 conditions there, 
as she will on the west in fact, and in 
the east im appearance, because her 
Bulgarian ally not only demands certain 
Rumanian, Serbian and Greek territory, 
but already possesses it, and her Aus- 
trian ally will not consent to the res- 
toration of Serbia. Hence it is fairly 
certain that the German proposal, with 
reference to the Balkans, will be vague. 
Russia has abandoned Serbia, and why 
should the allies concern themselves 
with it? This will be the German 
logic, and at the most one may expect 
the Germans to propose that the Bal- 
kan question be carried to the green 
table and settled at the peace confer- 
ence.

In 
the Balkans they must satisfy Bulgaria 
and Austria, and they can, therefore, 
make no suggestion of restoring Serbia, 
and on this point allied agreements and 
American declarations are clear and 
definitive. As far as Turkey is con- 
cerned, the situation is more compli- 
cated. Neither France, the United 
States nor Italy is in any temper to 
pursue a war to procure the partition 
of Turkey; Rusisa has abandoned her 
claim to the Dardanelles, and Britain 
is concerned only about the safety of 
India and Egypt.

As to German colonies, some of them 
are irrevocably lost. The Japanese and 
Australians will not, under any cir- 
cumstances, return their conquests; the 
south Africans will not restore Ger- 
man southwest Africa, which was used 
as a base for German intrigue and Boer 
treason.

Our Relentless Foe. 


“But we are at war, and war makes 
extraordinary demands. In the first 
place, war is but another name for 


waste and destruction. Then the mil-! 


lions upon millions of men on_ the 
fighting line to be fed, and the labor 
of these men taken from the fields of 
production, of course, vastly reduces 
the yields of the soil in Europe. And 
you must remember that when we went 
into this war, already our allies had 
been through three years of the car- 
nage and destruction. All of these we 
must supply or suffer defeat at the 
hands of a savage foe, who will, if he 
wins, grind us to powder. 

“Some ask what is the matter with 
the railroads which has brought about 
this real distress in transporting 
freights, since it is known that the 
equipment of the roads could not have 
fallen much, if any, below normal in 
so short a time, and right when needed 
worst. The facts are these: The rail- 
roads have normal equipments and 
perhaps in some instances have im- 
proved their facilities for hauling 
freight. But here come the govern- 
ment—and you Know Uncle Sam comes 
ahead of anybody—and demands a 
frightfully large service for transport- 
ing the million of troops to the can- 
tonments and then to points for em- 
barkation. This takes more cars and 
engines than the people who live away 
from these lines of railroads will ever 
imagine. 

Munitions and Supplies Hauled. 

“The movements of the troops is but 
a small part of the service required of 
the roads. We read of tons of shot and 
shell fired daily on the enemy and of 
the engines of war engaged. Now, 
these have to come from somewhere, 
and the United States has a big part in 
the great undertaking. Much of those 
munitions must come from us. 

“After all this is said, we then face 
the absolute necessity of ,feeding not 
only our own troops in Europe, but if 
this war is won—and it certainly will 
be won by the allies—it will never de 
for those brave boys on the firing line 
to go hungry. They simply must be 
fed, and well fed. Even then we are 
not half way paying our obligations 
we owe them for the sacrifice and serv- 
ice they are so loyally giving. 

“Next as a strain upon our railroads 
is the vast amount which must go to 
feed the people of England, France and 
our other allies, and this we can 
scarcely estimate. So you will readily 
see that Uncle Sam has some _,job on 
his hands, and you may know he is not 
going to fall down in his duty even if 
his own people are made to feel the 
pinch of famine. Add to these facts the 
further consideration that this is the 
season when even in normal times the 
roads are heavily taxed in moving farm 
products. 

“We simply have to adjust ourselves 
to the present conditions and make the 
best of a very hard situation, and it is 
pleasing to see the loyalty with which 
our people are adjusting themselves 
without complaint to the inevitable en- 
vironments which surround us. And, 
sad to report, there does not seem to 
be any early relief, but conditions are 
almost certain to grow worse in place 
of better. 

“And you might add that the billions 
upon billions of money loaned to our 
allies are not sent over in cash, but in 
foodstuffs and mwynitions of war. The 
purchases of this inconceivabe sum are 
what the railroads are now called upon 
to handle, and this is freight which 
claims precedence over any other class 
to be transported.”

In a short time each of you men will 
control the lives of a certain number of 
other men. You will have in your 
charge loyal but untrained citizens, who 
look to you for instructions and guid- 
ance. | 

Your word will be their law. Youtr 
most casual remark will be remember- 
ed. Your mannerisms will. be aped 
Your clothing, your carriage, your 
vocabulary, your manner of command 
will be imitated. 

When you join your organization you 
will find there a willing body of men 
who ask from you nothing more than 
the qualities that will command their 


respect, their loyalty and their obedi- 


ence. 


They are perfectly ready and eager 


to follow you so long as you can con- 
vince them that you have these quali- 
ties. When the time comes that they 
are satisfied you do not possess them 
you might as well kiss yourself good- 
by. Your usefulness in that organiza- 
tion is at an end. 

From the standpoint of society, the 
world may be divided into leaders and 
followers. The professions have their 
leaders, the financial world has its 
leaders. We have religious leaders and 
political leaders, and society leaders. 
In all this leadership it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to separate from the 
element of pure leadership that selfish 
element of personal gain or advan- 
tage to the individual, without which 
such leadership would lose its value. 

- . e 

It is in the mflitary service only, 
where men freely sacrifice their lives 
for a faith, where men are willing to 
suffer and die for the right or the 
prevention of a great wrong, that we 
«can hope to realize leadership in its 
most exalted and distinguished sense. 
Therefore, when I..say leadership, I 
mean military leadership. 

In a few days the great mass of you 


men will receive commissions as offi- 


cers. These commissions will not make 
you leaders; they will merely make you 
officers. They will place you in a posi- 
tion where you can become leaders if 
you possess the proper attributes. But 
you must make good—not so0 much 
with the men over you as with the 
men under you. 

Men must and will follow into battle 
officers who are not leaders, but the 
driving power behind these men is not 
enthusiasm but discipline. They go 
with doubt and trembling and with an 
awful fear tugging at their heart- 
strings that prompts the unspoken 
question, “Wigat will he do next?” 


Such ,.men obey the letter of their 
orders, but no.motre. Of devotion to 
their commander, of exalted enthusiasm 
which scorns personal risk, of their 
self-sacrifice to insure his personal 
safety, they know nothing. Their legs 
carry them forward because their brain 
and their training tell them they must 
so. Their spirit does not go with them. 

Great results are not achieved by 
cold, passive, umresponsive soldiers.

You will ask yourself: “Of just what, 
then, does leadership consist? What 
must I do to become a leader? What 
are the attributes of leadership, and 
how ean I cultivate them?” 

Leadership is a composite of a num- 
ber of qualities. Among the most im- 
portant I would list self-confidence, 
moral ascendency, self-sacrifice, pater- 
nalism, fairness, initiative, decision, 
dignity, courage. 

Let me diecuss these with you in de- 


: tafl, 


Self-eonfidence results, first, from 
exect knowledge; second, the ability to 
impart thet knowledge; and, third, the 
feeling of superiority over others that 
naturally follows. All these give the 
officer poise. 

To lead, you must know—you may 
bluff all your men some of the time, 
but you apn’t do it all the time. Men 
will mot have confidence in an officer 
unless he knows his business, and he 
must know it from the ground up. 

The officer should know more about 
paper work than his first sergeant and 
company clerk, put together; he should 
know more about messing than his 
meses @ergeant; more about diseases of 
the horee than his troop farrier. He 
should be at least as good a shot as any 
man in his company. 

If the officer does not know, and 
demonetrates the fact that he does not 
know, it is entirely human for the 
soldier to eay to himself, “To hell with 
him. He doesn’t know as muoh about 
this as I do,” and calmly disregard the 
instructions received. 

There is no substitute for accurate 
knowledge. Become so well informed 
that men will hunt you up to ask 
questions: that your brother officers 
will say to one another, “Ask Smith— 
he knows,”

And not only should each officer 
know thoroughly the duties of his own 
rrede, but he should study those of 
two grades next above him. A

While self-confidence is the result of 
knowing more then your men, moral 
ascendency. over them is based upon 
your belief that you are. the better 
man. To gain and maintain this 
ascendency you must have self-control,

Courage, however, is that firmness 
while fully appreciating the danger in- 
volved, nevertheless goes on with the 
undertaking. Bravery is physical; cour- 
age is mental and moral. You may 
tremble; your legs may quake; your 
knees be ready to give way—that is 
fear. If, nevertheless, you go forward; 
if, in spite of this physical defection 
you continue to lead your men against

The 
physical manifestations of fear will 
pass away. You may never experience 
them but once. They are the “buck 
fever” of the hunter who tries to shoot 
his first deer.

ture into, then it is too dangerous for 
him. You know his life is as valuable 
to him as yours is to you.

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NX YOUTH TELLS 


Confesses He and Uncle, 
Murdered Muscogee Men 
for Money, Alleged Pur- 
chase Price.of 100 Gallons 
of Whisky. 


Columbus, Ga., December 22.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Albert Nix, 17 years old, this 
afternoon confessed to implication in 
the murder of Jesse Everidge and C. lL. 
Alexander late Thursday night, sand 
stated the double tragedy wae enacted 
by himself and his uncle, Bartow Nix. 
The confession was made at the Mus- 
cogee county jail at the coroner’s in- 
quest, and, as a result of his making a 
clean breast of the whole affair, the 
boy was taken to Atlanta this after- 
noon by Officer Whitten. 

Bartow Nix was taken via automobile 
to Macon by Captain James Palmer, 
chief of the county police force. They 
will be placed in the jaile of these two 
citles. This tion was taken by So- 
licitor General McLaughlin, who feared 
violence at the hands of the friends of 
the murdered men. The boy stated that 
robbery was the cause of the act. He 
said that the two men ‘were robbed of 
about $400, which amount they had 
taken to Nix’s place about six miles 
east of the city Thursday night to buy 
100 gallons of whisky, which deal had 
been previously made. 

Nix was examined but refused to 
make a confession, and at the time that 
he was taken to Macon, he had not been 
apprised of the confession of his 
nephew. He tried to explain the large 
amount of money that was found at his 
house at the time the bodies were dug 
from the hole, but failed to do so. 

Based on a confession, a verdict was 
returned by the coroner’s jury this aft- 
ernoon to the effect that Everidge met 
death by blows on the head with a ham- 
mer, and that Alexander was shot to 
death. 

The boy said that Alexander was 
killed by the first shot, which was fired 
by Bartow Nix, and that Bartow Nix 
turned and fired at Bveridge but 
missed him. He then, according to the 
boy, picked up a hammer and hit 
Everidge, knocking him unconscious. 
Then he turned to his nephew and 
handed him the hammer, telling him to 
finish the job while he attended to Al- 
exander, according to the confession. 
The boy then pounded Everidge to 
death. They both then buried the dead 


bodies. : 

Albert Nix was cool all the way 
through his confession until the last, 
when he became nervous. It is proba- 
ble that a lynching would have resulted 

ad the men been kept in the Muscogee 
county jail.

Instead of making efforts to promote 
and stimulate holiday travel, the South- 
erns passenger representatives are 
asking the public to refrain from mak- 
ing any trip during the Christmas sea- 
son not absolutely necessary in order 
to assist the Southern in accommodat- 
ing the soldiers going from the camns 
to their homes for Christmas and in 
caring for private citizens who are 
obliged to make railroad journeys.

“In view of these conditions, South- 
ern Railway company earnestly appeals 
to the traveling public not to attempt 
trips during the Christmas holidays ex- 
cept there be urgent necessity, to the 
end that those who must travel may 
do so with a minimum of inconveni- 
ence.”

GET SUPPLY OF WOOD

Mayor J. Gordon Jones has appointed

“You cowldn’t make $15 any easier, 
said one of them. That was the first 
inkling I had of what my pay was to 
be. ifteen dollars for a couple of 
hours of work—almost as much as I 
was getting for a whole week for 
carrying around the title of sporting 
editor. It made umpiring appeal to 
me. Attired in the best clothes I had, 
\l took the field for my debut. The 
game went thirteen innings, the vis- 
iting team winning 1 to 0. It was a 
pitchers’ battle, with but few close de- 
cisions, and I got along famously. The 
regular umpire was unable to work 
the following day, and I gathered in 
$15 more. y bank roll was so large 
that for the first time in my life I 
felt a pocketbook was a necessity ‘in- 
stead of a luxury. 

I managed to get along so well that 
on the third day I was offered a regu- 
lar position as an umpire at a salary 
that was @ecidedly higher than I was 
receiving as a sporting editor. I ac- 
cepted, for, as umpiring had furnished 
me with the money to purchase a 

aocketbook, I felt the only way to 

eep a roll in it was to Keep on um- 
piring, and I continued to officiate, 
although there were many times when 
I seriously doubted’ my wisdom in 
accepting the position. 
Three Years in Bushes. 

After three years in the bushes I 
had about decided there were jobs va- 
cant that were better than calling balls 
and strikes. I had kept up my news- 

aper work in addition to my umpir- 
ng, and in the fall of 1905 I received 
an offer from a big league city paper 
of a place on its sporting section. The 
offer looked good to me, for I had 
about decided I would be better off on 
@ newspaper. Then something. hap- 
pened that changed my opinion of my 
ability. 

The morning after I received the 
mewspaper offer the postman handed 
me a letter bearing the address of 
the American league offices in Chi- 
cago. I had not the slightest idea 
of its contents, for I did not think it 
was the offer of a position on the um- 

iring staff. as the jump from the 

ushes to the “big show” had always 
appealed to me as a big one. 

On perusing the contents I found my 
fondest dream was almost a reality. 
The salary offered was more money, 
it seemed to me, than I had believed 
there was in the world. There was 
also an additional clause which stated 
that I would receive a $300 bonus if 
I managed to finish the season. That 
extra $300 made me positive I would 
finish. I needed the money. And after 
being revived, I broke all cross-coun- 
try records to the postoffice tp get 
off my acceptance. 


Big Crowd Greets Bill. 

I began my big league career in 
New York. A crowd of about 25,000 
was in attendance. When I stepped 
on the field it seemed that wherever 
I looked I could see grinning faces. 
imagined all of them were laughing at 
me, when as a matter of fact I jsup- 
pose there was scarcely a person on 
the field who noticed me. There were 
too many stars to attract attention 
or for any one to give any time to a 
poor “busher.” But I shall never for- 
get that crowd. I was seeing more 
people in one day than I had seen in 
a whole season in the league I came 
from. The game went twelve innings, 
and it required something like two 
hours and a quarter. To me those two 
hours seemed like a couple of years. 
When the game was finished I was 
more fatigued than I would have been 
if I had been using a pick and shovel 
all day, instead of merely saying, “out’’ 
and “safe.” 

Umpires are human, despite all as- 
sertions. to the contrary. Apparently 
many people believe the men who give 
the decisions of the diamond are com- 
posed of some strange substance—pos- 
sibly a mineral, or vegetable, or animal 
stance, ‘but certainly are not hu- 
I once met a young lady who, 
hearing I was an umpire, seemed 
prised to learn [I had a father and 
other and a sister and brothers: that 
I lived in a house, ate real food, was 
married—in short, that I was a human 
being, able to love and hate, and if 
stuck with a pin would very likely 
say “ouch!” or something worse. - 
ch day when the umpire steps on 
the field he has 18 active athletes ar- 
rayed against him, as well as two live 
managers and an imposing bunch of 
bench warmers. The crowd is to be 
considered, for, as a rule, a majority 
of those present agree with the umpire 
only when he renders a decision in fa- 
vor of the home team. Several years 
ago a fair-minded fan asked me this 
rather pertinent question: 


Please Myself. 


“When you go on the Dall field, wh 
do you try to please, and what eff€ct 
does the kicks of the players and the 
ravings of the crowd have on you?” 

' |\“When I go on the field I try to satis- 
fy myself,” I replied. “I give the plays 
just as I see them, without fear or fa- 
vor. When I satisfy myself I feel I 
have umpired a good game. Often I 
leave the game anything Dut pleased 
with my work, for I often realize too 
late that I have erred. Frequently 
JT have umpired the best of ball, and 
still have en criticised for rulings 
which I knew were correct. If an um- 
pire catered to e player and gave 
the crowd any consideration in render- 
ing decisions, he would be in the mad 
house in a’ month. The most pleasant 
art of a ball game to me is when the 
ast man is retired in the ninth and the 
crowd files peacefully out and no one 
blames the umpire for the defeat.” . 

Is it hard to make good? Is umpir- 
f as tough a job-as most people 
think? To these questions I would re- 
oo that out of 100,000,000 people in this 

old U. S. A. there are just 16 ma- 
r league umpires, and there is a con- 
demand for new officials.

“I look forward to the fall and win- 
ter just as eagerly as the schoolboy 
looks forward to spring and summer. 
Fall and winter to me m@an vacation— 
and -vacation means hunting. To get 
out my gun and go into the fields after 
birds is my favorite pastime. I won't 
say there is not enough money in the 
world to cause me to give up my hunt- 
ing vacation, but $10,000 is not the 
amount to do it. 

“I was born on the plains of Ne- 
braska, where hunting was our great- 
est pleasure,’ continued the pitcher, 
“and I still think it is the best sport 
in the world for fall and winter. Me for 
Nebraska; let the city fellows have the 
vaudeville jobs.” 

Alexander is quite as expert with a 
gun as he is with a baseball, too. Many 
are the stories he tells of hi&S days in 
the field. It is this life in the open 
that gives him the nerves, the muscles 
and the courage to win more than 30 
baseball games a season. He thrives on 
hard work, and many of his best games 
are pitched near the end of a hard 
season. . 

It probably is known by all who will 
read this. tale that a:exunder pitches 
for the Phillies. In 1915 his club cap- 
tured the National league pennant.

the twirler insists. “I don’t mean to 
Say that there is much similarity be- 


tween the real action. In one case, a 
man grips a baseball in, his hand and 
throws it across a ‘plate,’ making a sin- 
cere effort to prevent a man with a 
bat from hitting the ball ‘where they 
ain't.” In the other case, a man throws 
a gun to his shoulder when a bird, or 
birds, flush, and seeks to hit a ®unch ° 
of feathers with a load of shot. 

“But, while the action is different, 
both baseball pitching and hunting re- 
quire, first of all, a clear eye and a 
quick eye—an eye able to judge dis- 
tance perfectly and cause the arm to 
work in perfect harmony with the mus- 
cles. Let me illustrate what I mean: 

His Dope on Shooting. 

“If a pitcher were to stknd on the 
mound, close his eyes and try to hurl 
a baseball across the plate, the chances 
are he would hit a reporter sitting in 
the press box. 

“If the hunter were to put the gun 
to his shoulder, watch the birds flush, 
then close his eyes and attempt to drop 
one, it is a safe bet that he would kill 
one of the dogs. So, you see, the eyes 
are vital to action of any kind. I am 
not expounding a new theory when I 
tell you that. 

“But.we know that some men can't 
grip a baseball and throw it with suffi- 
cient accuracy to hit the side of a house, 
There is not that judgment of distance 


and strength of muscle which one finds 
in the basebal! player, who should hit 
inside a 12-inch circle from 45 to 690 
feet away seven times out of ten with- 
out any preparation for the throw. 

“We also know that there are men 
who can’t stand with a gun to their 
shouder, set themselves, pull the “e- 
ger and hit a cow 50 yards away. 9 
know that the skilled hunter, or trap- 


shooter, or rifle and revolver marks-~ 
an can hit a moving object of reason- 
ble size without giving the slightest 
hought to the pointing of the firearm 
and the pulling of the trigger. 

“Yes, after a time it becomes second 
nature for a man’s eye to tell him just 
what his muscles must do in performing 
a certain act, such as pitching a Dase- 
ball or shooting a gun. When the eye 
becomes accustomed to judging dis- 
tances accurately, and the hands will 
do the bidding of the eye, half the bat- 
tle of pitching or shooting is won. Then 
all that is required is a steady nerve, 
some brain work and strength. 

“I do not know that I have explained 
this subject clearly, but I at least have 
told you in my own language why it 
should follow that a baseball pi er 
or, in fact, any man who plays basebal 
or a game Pra tons a quick, accurate 
eye, should develop into a good shot.”

GREAT WORK IN FRANCE 
BY 10 AMERICAN WOMEN 


New York, December 22.—What ten 
American women, composing a unit of 


the American fund for French wounded, 
have accomplished in reconstruction 
work in the Aisne and Somme districts 
of France was related today by Miss 
Margaret Stevenson, co-worker of Miss 
Anne Morgan, who returned recentiy 
to this country. 

According to Miss Stevenson, the 
American women have supervised the 
partial rehabilitation of twenty-seven 
villages, 5,000 acres of land have been 
cultivated and hundreds of refugee 
families have been clothed, fed and in- 
stalled in furnished homes. 

“Our unit is militarized and works 
directly under the French army,” Miss 
Stevenson said. “Through the military 
authorities Miss Morgan has obtained 
valuable aid. Soldiers on eight-day 
leave from the trenches are put under 
her direction to help rebuild shattered 
homes and plowed the neglected fields. 
There are no able-bodied men and 
women left in this part of France 
When the Germang retreated they 
swept the civilians before them. 

“All who were able to work for them 


they have kept behind their lines, but 
the non-producers, that is, the feeble 
old people and the small children, they 
have allowed to return. These are the 
refugees, the people we have to help 
make homes for and make self-sup- 
porting.”’ 

No sooner are these aged refugees 
on their own soil again, Miss Stevenson 
said, than they seem “revitalized, 
filled with energy and the desire to 
restore all that has been destroyed.” 

“They build one-room shelters for 
themselves from the ruins of their once 
comfortable homes, or else their gov- 
ernment puts up small demountablic 
wooden houses for them. These we fur- 
nish with everything they need tc 
start life anew—beds, clothing, chairs, 
kitchen uténsils—and we supply then, 
with clothing and foodstuffs.” 

Miss Stevenson told also of the classes 
for children “who have run wild since 
the beginning of the German occupa- 
tion,” and of the community center at 
Blerancourt in the heart of the ravaged 
region.

Flynn announced here tonight that he 
had resigned as chief of the United 
States secret service. 

Chief Flynn has been with the secret 
service twenty years dnd has been 
working night and day since the 
United States entered the war. He 
said he had been told by his physi- 
clan that unless he took a long rest 
immediately he would have a break- 
down, from which there would be no 
recovery. This was the sole reason 
for his retirement, he declared. 

Mr. Flynn said he had offered his 
resignation last November, but had 
been asked to reconsider it. Upon ad- 
vice of his physician, however, and at 
the urgent request of his family, he 
had definitely decided to retire, -he 
said. He will leave office Decmber 31.

Many Soldiers Have Lived 
in Chalk Pits of France, 
Where Shells Rarely Come. 
Finger Posts to War. 


By Patrick MacGill, 

France, December 22.—The chalk pit 
was once held by the Germans, then the 
French took it over and now it is in 
possession of the British. It lies near 
the base of a slag heap by the village 
of M , with a network of trenches 
circling round it. These trenches are 
undergoing transformations daily, frit- 
tering to pieces under shell-fire and 
softening to slush under heavy rajns. 
The dug-outs built“in the line are con- 
tinually being blown down, for in the 


battle area most things age ephemeral. 
Tried by fire, little is lasting save the 
spirit of the men who fight—and the 
chalk pit. . 

More or less immune from. shell-fire 
it will outlast the several men who 
have now and again made it their 
home. Hidden on the fringe of the 
line the chalk pit is a world in it- 
self. In it is cooked the stew for a 
battalion and the lunch for a brigadier. 
Here mén, ready for an attack at dawn, 
adjust their equipment in the dark- 
ness while waiting for the signal, to 
cross the top. It is hither that they 
come back when they return from the 
charge on a stretcher. 


Home, Sweet Home. 


Round its bottom, a ring of spacious 

dug-outs circle, and many men have 
spent days and weeks in making the 
lodgments habitable. The dug-out, 
“Home, Sweet Home,” with a picture 
of “The Mother of Perpetual Succor” 
over the entrance, is a dressing station; 
the dug-out, “The Ritz,” is the resi- 
dence of: battalion runners; “Grove 
Villa,” with its dixies piled high out- 
side the door, is the dwelling place of 
company cooks, and “Laurel Bank” is 
a storehouse for the sandbags and tools 
of working parties. 
At one corner is a finger-post indi- 
‘cating steps rudely hewn in the chalk 
and this post bears the message: “This 
way to the blooming war.’ In the cen- 
ter of the pit, close to the vacant spot 
where soldiers in hot weather lay 
themselves down and smoke their 
| cigarettes, is a graveyard with a few 
flowers on the graves. The chalk pit, 
ta little town, is, like all other towns, 
;not complete without its graveyard, and 
here are buried the men who came in 
neo and died in the dressing sta- 
i on, 

The dead are not all British. Brave 
sons of the French republic killed in 
; the early days of the war are buried 
there. Even a few Germans are laid 
} to rest in the chalk and these, too, have 
‘flowers .placed over them by those 
| good-hearted soldiers who have paid 
itribute to the departed. Some of the 
, dead were laid to rest there three years 
ago, but the graveyard is yet un- 
touched, for the German shells have 
never fallen in this secluded spot. 


Will Always Endure, 


There are many chalk pits like this 
| ome, chalk pits that have endured the 
tumult and stress of war and still ex- 
list. When the great. carnage is at an 
end and visitors come to see the ground 
,over which the armies of the world 
have fought, there will be little left 
that the men of Mons, of Ypres and 
Verdun can point to and say: “This 
is just as we have seen it, when we 
were fighting!” All will be changed, 
churches razed to earth, lands laid 
waste, trenches levelled and towns 
shattered. 

But there are things that will en- 
dure despite the storms that have raged 
over their heads, and among them, 
mémorials of the great war against 
oppression and wrong are the chalk 
pits of France.

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The Story of How Ober- 
leutnant Max Schneider, 
German, Came Home. 


By Teddy Wick, 
Somewhere in England, December 
22.—This is the story of the home- 


Pershing’s sisters, Mrs. Butler and Miss | 
May Pershing, who are residents of Lin- , 
coln and who have given to the Asso- | 
ciated Press intimate views of Persh- 
ing’s character in his youthful days. 
It was while Pershing and his sis- | 
ter, now Mrs. Butler, were attending 
the Missouri State Normal School at, 
Kirksville, Mo., that his attention was! 
one day called to a newsaper announc- 
ment that examinations were to be held | 
for appointment to the West Point Mil- 
itary acadamy. Young Pershing asked 
his sister’s advice as to whether he 
should try for the appointment and she 
advised him to do so. Then followed a 
short season of intensive study ‘in 
preparation 

In a few days he was called before 
the examining board and, although im- 
properly prepared, received the highest 
mark among the contestants and soon 
afterward was notified of his appoint- 
ment. Up to this time his action had 
been a ‘secret between his sister and 
himself and it remained so until he 
was ready to start for West Point. On 
his way to the military academy he 
stopped off at the home of his parents 
and for the first time,.told them they 
were to have a soldier in the family. 
As a boy, General Pershing, his sis- 
ters say was of a quiet, serious tem- 
perament, assuming, as the oldest of 
six children, many of the responsibili- 
ties of the family. He was wont, dur- 
ing his early years which were spent 
in Laclede, Mo., his birtlsplace, to m&an- 
age one of the several farms operated 
by his father, John F. Pershing, a mer- 
chant and farmer of Laclede. 

“John,” Mrs. Butler said, “although 
of a quiet disposition, liked a good time 
and enjoyed fun as much as anyone. 
Yet when he _ started anything he 
wanted to get the result and he gen- 
erally attained that object before he 
gave it up.” 

While at the normal school at Kirks- 
vine, he was always in the center of 
student activities and never was con- 
tent to be merely one of the crowd, 
but wanted to be head of the move- 
ment. His personal magnetism and 
generally likeable character quickly 
won him friends and supporters and 
soon he became one of the _ student 
leaders. 

After having been graduated from 

West Point and having served with 
General Miles in a campaign in New 
Mexico against the Indian chief 
Geronimo, Pershing was stationed as 
military instructor at the University of 
Nebraska. His friends there remember ' 
him as a fun-loving young man who 
enjoyed music and dancing, parties and 
other social activities and who appreci- 
ated a good joke. 
“Old Jack Best,’ the veteran trainer 
at the university, remembers Pershing 
intimately. “He was the finest man 
that I ever worked with,” asid Best. 
“Tt’s true he was mighty strict with his 
work, but the results he got were so 
good that everybody he worked with 
loved him for it. When he was here 
we had a regiment the university could 
be proud of. I just worshipped that 
man and everybody around the univer- 
sity felt the same way about him. If 
any of you newspaper men get a chance 
to tell it to him, you just say that old 
Jack wishes him the best luck in the 
world and that he hopes he will beat 
the Germans all alone. 

“Usually he was mighty dignified in | 
his work, but he had a way of getting 
next to new men,” continued Best. “The 
first time I ever saw him he walked 
right up to me, slapped me on the 
shoulder and said, ‘Well, Jack, they 
tell me you got along mighty well with 
my predecessor. If you did, I am darned 
sure we'll get along just as well.’ 

Pershing Surprised Boys. 

“The boys at the university got a 
surprise the first day Pershing drilled 
them,” said Best. “It had been their 
habit before that time to come to drill 
with shoes blackened or not, just as 
they pleased. When Pershing took 
hold the first thing he looked at was 
to see that all shoes were well blacked, 
and that the heéls looked as good as 
the toes. He was just that,thorough- 
going in everything all the time. He 
was A-1l in every way, and you ca 
ask any one who knew him if that isn’t 
the gospel truth.”

outside the compound in the gloaming 
constituted a cruel and unusual form 
of punishment for them. 


Man Came From Vimy. 


On ‘the whole, a good deal of water 
had flowed under London bridge be- 
fore Oberleutnant Max Schneider, of 
some Prussian regiment or other, came 
from Vimy to the commandant’s little 
place in the country some months ago. 
The commandant didn’t know Oberleut- 
nant Max Schneider from his 700-odd 
other members of the “All Is Lost 
league,” nor did the oberleutnant know 
the commandant from any other of the 
verdammilich Englander—until the 
oberleutnant first saw the bunkroom 
in which he was to sleep for the dura- 
tion of the war. Then the commandant 
suddenly became almost a sacred 
thing, a being, to Max. 

Quite alittle cheap finery of one sort 
and another had been hung up over the 
bunk in which Max went to sleep at 
10 p. m. every night, but half an hour 
after he had first glimpsed his bunk 
he had pulled it all down. It had been 
hung there by the otner prisoners for.

Of his very first morning in the 
camp Oberleutnaat Schneider insisted 
on restoring a good deal of sod to a 
patch in the compound which had 
formerly been the front garden of 
“Donabel,” the country place which 
now had been rimmed about with bar- 
bed wire and filled with German offi- 
cers. ‘ 

A Recognized Crank. 


Before his first week was up Ober- 
leutnant Schneider had secured the 
commandant’s consent to direct the 
cleaning up of piles of refuse which 
had been stacked against the hastily 
thrown up German servants’ quarters. 

He soon was a recognized crank in 
the beautifying of the P. camp. 
Saher if there is anything on earth 
which distinctly is not likely to warm 
the cockles of a man’s heart, it is the 
P. W. camp in which he is locked up 
for months ahd months and months. 
| But Obefleutnant Schneider had taken 
the beautifying of his prison compound 
on his own shoulders and was putting 
in odd bits of time continually at it. 

The commandant thought at first 
that he was shamming. :

It Is 
obvious, in fact, that these people, 
among whom foreigners bulk largely, 
have transferred as much of their hum- 
ble household surroundings as possi- 
ble dowfi here into the tube.

tobert A. Broyles, of Atlanta, who 
appeared before the interstate com- 
merce commission in Washington, D. 
C., on December 19 and 20, at the 
hearing before that body of the peti- 
tion from the railroads of the south- 
east for permission to make a change 
in the mileage books now issued, made 
a strong plea on behalf of the trav- 
eling salesmen of this territory. 

Mr. Broyles, who |s national railroad 
chairman of the Travelers’ Protective 
Association, presented a vigorous pro- 
Sest against the proposed action. He 
was assisted by J. Y. Williams, of 
Alexandria, Wa.. national legislative 
chairman of the T. P. A.; by State 
Chairman Brockett, of Virginia, for the 
T. P. A., and by President Levy, of the 
Southern Travelers’ assocition, of Bal- 
timore, Md. 

In addition to the protest filed by 
Mr. Broyles, protests were also filed 
by every T. P. A. and U. C. T. organi- 
zation in the southeastern division, 
which comprises nine southern states. 
National headquarters of the T. P. A. 
at-St. Louis also wrote and wired their 
support to the action to defeat the 
proposed change in rates. 

Mr. Broyles’ Plea. 

Mr. Broyles, after explaining that 
he ‘thas no personal interests involved 
and explaining fully the reasons for 
the protest, said: 


1. The railroads have made no claim that 
the present rate of 2c per mile is non-re- 
munerative, and I submit, unless such claim 
is made, and supported by uncontrovertible 
evidence, the commission can not consistent- 
ly consider their petition further. 

Unless the 2c rate has been unprofitable 
the claim cannot be justly made at this 
time, when every passenger train is crowd- 
ed to its limit, and the revenue derived 
from such train is necessarily doubled, if 
not trebled, with but little if any extra 
cost to the carriers. 

$. The roads maintain an army of solicit- 
ing freight agents, when as a matter of 
truth the half-million traveling men in the 
United States should be classed as their un- 
paid agents; and I respectfully submit the 
carriers seek to penalize these traveling men 
{their best freight producers), by making 
them pay a higher rate than they have 
thousands of times offered the general pub- 
lic to ride to conventions and on excursions.

Wife’s Funeral. 


Wilson, N. C., December 22.—Dr. lL. 
J. Johnson, a dentist of Middlesex, 
N. C., was._arrested here tonight on @ 
warrant charging him with the mur- 
der of his 19-year-old wife in Rich- 
mond, Va., who died there last Sat- 
urday after taking a capsule contain- 
ing poison which, it is said, she thought 


was a headache remedy. The arrest 
followed an investigation at Middlesex 
by Police Sergeant John F. Wiley, of 
Richmond. 

Johnson, when the warrant was 
served on him, would neither admit or 
deny his guilt. He agreed to waive 
extradition and Sergeant Wiley an- 
foun¢ged he would leave with him for 
Richmond tomorrow. Johnson was 
still at a hospital here tonight, but has 
practically recovered from the effects 
of poison which, according to the po- 
lice, he took Thursday. 

Dr. Johnson has been married only 
three months, and, according to the 
police, he was engaged to a young 
woman at Middlesex. ° 

Richmond, Va., December 22.—Dr. 
Lemuel J. Johnson took poison Thurs- 
day night in Wilson, N. C., after at- 
tending the funeral of his bride, Mrs. 
Alice night Johnsan, who died in 
Richmond last Saturday night as the 
result of. swallowing a drug.

“Six hundred and fifty underfed chil- 
dren, travel-worn after three days in 
a closed train coming from Belgian ' 
provincés,” says the cablegram, “crossed | 
the frontier last night and reached 
Evian at dawn. The morning Dlare of} 
French trumpets met the children who, | 
some too young to know their age, had 
traveled mothetless and unaccompanied. 
They poured into the street crying, | 
‘Vive la France’ and ‘Vive la Belgique,’ 
shaking hands with-every bystander. 

‘“Trumpeters, like six Pied Pipers of | 
Hamelin, led the dancing, shouting 
throng to the casino—all except afew 
sick children who were carried in 
American*Red Cross ambulances. At 
the casino all received food. Flags 
were distributed and songs were sung. 
Welcoming words were spoken by the 
mayor. Even the small children knew 
the words of Brabonconne and the 
Marseillaise, but some of them were so 
tired that they slept right through the, 
music. 

“Next came baths, examination by 
an American Red Cross doctor; and 
then lunch and sleep. Tomorrow these 
children start for Longlandier, where 
the American Red Cross will house 
thousands of them—some orphans, oth- 
era pre-tubercular or needing better 
nourishment than was possible under 
the German rule from which they had 
come. 

“One little girl in the throng disem- 
barking at Evian clutched four franc 
pieces in a pudgy fist. ‘What are you 
going to do with them”? she ‘was asked.

In his proclamation he points out the 
need for economy during war times, 
the danger from fire, but adds that “a 
graver peril exists this Christmas,” 
saying ‘that there may be enemies of 
the nation in our city who. would take 
advantage of the noise and turmoil 
sometimes existing to destroy property 
under circumstances most advantage- 
ous to their-evil designs.’ 

The mayor's proclamation is as fol- 
Jows: 

To the People of Atlanta: 

Christmas is rapidly nearing. The ac- 
customed mode of celebrating the day with 
shooting of firearms and fireworks, always 
inappropriate, wasteful and dangerous to 
life and property, should this year be 
omitted. 

Our country is at war and lives are being 
sacrificed, economy is urged by the national 
; government and sound reason, life and limb 
\Should be carefully conserved and property 
should receive every protection from fire 
and violence. 

Fire damage frequently results from the 
,use of fireworks and life is endangered by 
the use of firearms. Aside from the acci- 
dental damage likely to occur a greater 
and graver peéril exists this year. There 
may.he enemies of the nation in our city 
who would take advantage of the noise and 
turmol] sometimes existing to destroy prop- 
erty under circumstances most advantage- 
ous to their evil designs. 

While not in any way intending to curtail 
the safe and innocent enjoyment of the 
day, but with the hope that it will be an 
occasion of joy, I call attention to the 
city ordinance prohibiting the use of fire- 
arms at any time within the city limits and 
also to the ordinance prohibiting the use of 
fireworks unless a permit is first secured 
from the mayor, No such permit will be 
issued.

Charlotte Gilman’s 
Pet Scheme. 


Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, one 
of the most thoughtful and scholarly 
women speakers and writers in Ameri- 


ca, can now prove the practicability of 
a theory she expressed before Atlanta 
club women twenty years ago—that is, 
the theory of the-community kitchen 
under trained specialists. 

“One cook and one kitchen per fam- 
ily is wasteful,” argues Mrs. Gilman. 


“By employing trained specialists, with 
proper organization and mechanical 
conveniences, 80 per cent vf the labor 
power of women can be released—now 
that women are in demand in all world 
activities as well as in essentially do- 
mestic avocations.”’ 

In an address delivered recentiy 
in New York city, before the National 
Conference on the World Food Supply 
of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science, Mrs. Gilman, who is 
editor of The Forerunner, reasoned that 
“we are asking economy of the most 
wasteful of our industrial processes, 
the inherently and hopelessly wastefu! 
method of preparing food by means of 
one cook and one kitchen to each fam- 
ily. To get the best results from our 
efforts to improve this primitive indus- 
try we must supply to all our millions 
of housewives, printed in many lan- 
guages, the plainest and simplest of 
directions. These should give not only 
information as to food vaues and meth- 
ods of economizing, but model menus, 
‘balanced rations, with a graded scale 
of cost, showing what is the least 
amount and variety that will keep us 
in health and working efficiency, and 
offering wider choices also. 

“The drained and wasted nations are 
beginning to count their ‘woman pow- 
er’ to see that where men must die 
women must take their places as work- 
ers. They are doing this the world over 
with such unexpected ability and suc- 
cess ag to give a new status to woman- 
hood. The women of America’ share

“Counting that labor at charwomen’'s 
wages, say $500 a year, allowing 15,000,- 
000 out of our 20,000,000 women as 
working housewives (this omits those 
housewives now wage-earnérs, those 
too old or sick to labor and those to 
whom a year should be given for child- 
bearing and nursing), the released la- 
bor of four-fifths of the 15,000,000, 
namely, 12,000,000, would be worth 
$6,000,000,000 a year.” 

A Laboratory for Housekeepers. 

Mrs. Gilman pleaded for a laboratory 
for housekeepers when she said: 

“As we have experiment stations to 
establish standards and gather infor- 
mation for our farmers so we should 
now establish at least one. national 
food laboratory, an experiment station 
for the benefit of the housekeeper. 
Such a laboratory should be in charge 
of men and women of the highest abil- 
ity, a staff capable of meeting all de- 


mands of this exacting work, for the 
preparation of food for modern human- 


ity is by no means the simple service 
we commonly consider it, But is an 
art, a science, a business and a handi- 
craft. From an authoritative center 
like this should be distributed accu- 
rate information as to food values and 
prices, with bulletins for special local- 
ities and seasons. With an experienced 
buyer, with the most expert handling 
of all the valuable by-products of this 
great industry, now so wastefully mis- 
handled as ‘garbage,’ with storage and 
refrigeration facilities, with such ar- 
rangements with dairymen and local 
market gardeners as would be easy 
with large and steady orders, with a 
preserving department to take advan- 
tage of surplus materials and with all 
accounts carefully oy and freely pub- 
lished, we should at last be in a posi- 
tion to know what really is the ‘cost of 
living.’ ”’

Commission Appeals for Books for Camp 


The Georgia Library commission, 
through its chairman, Mrs. John K. 
Ottley, has issued a state-wide appeal 
for books for the soldiers in the mili- 
tary camps in Georgia. The library 
commission has already collected many 
hundreds of books through the libraries, 
National Council of Defense units and 
other organizations . engaged in war 
work, but it is felt that there are still 
many people who have not yet been 
reached, to.whom this appeal would 
suggest the direction that a Christmas 
gift for the soldiers might take. The 
libraries in the carips have the official 
recognition of the United States gov- 
ermment. A library building has al- 
ready been erected at Camp Gordon, 
with book capacity of 10,000 volumes, 
and a trained librarian has been put in 
charge. Similar buildings are under 
construction at Camp Wheeler and 
Camp Hancock and librarians are al- 
ready on the ground conducting the 
libraries in temporary quarters. (No 
mention is made of Fort Oglethorpe, 
as it practically belongs to Tennessee 
and is being cared for from that base). 

The need for books is particularly 
acute just at this time, as the shipment 
of books from New York, the head- 
quarters of the American Library asso- 
ciation, has been indefinitely~ delayed 
on account of freight congestion. 
Though thousands of books have been 
purchased from the war fund raised 
for the purpose, the camps cannot hope 
to receive them for some time yet and 
must depend entirely on the generosity 
of the people of the state. 


needed, Mr. Albert R. Nichols, libra- 
rian at Camp Gordon, says: 

“The kihd of books wanted covers 
a wide range. There are men of every 
intellectual classification in the new 
national army, from the illiterates of 
the mountains and the foreigners from 
the eastern cities to the highest devel- 
oped brains of the university graduate. 
So foreign language text-books are 
wanted, and primers in English for 
the use of beginners; books of travel, 
history and biography, as well as tech- 
nical and ethical books.” And to these 
should be added good books of modern 
fiction, for no small part of the work 
of the camp library is to furnish “a 
rattling good story” for the hours of 
relaxation. 

All books intended for the soldiers 
should be sent to the Carnegie library 
of Atlanta and marked “Books for sol- 
diers,” from where they will be for- 
warded to the several camps. Persons 
having only one or two books to send 
could easily send them by mail -ad- 
dressed in the same manner. Those hav- 
ing books in quantity to send can for- 
ward them by freight collect to the 
Carnegie library of Atlanta and the 
American Library association will de- 
fray these charges for transportation. 
This is an excellent opportunity to 
make a Christmas gift that will out- 
last the Christmas season and it should 
always be remembered that one book 
may be read by a hundred men, 60 
that one could hardly choose a gift 
that would be enjoyed by as many peo- 
ple as even one book sent for the camp

MAKING TRENCH CANDLES 
OPPOSED BY ALEXANDER 


District Attorney Hooper Alexander is 
of the opinion that the practice of mak- 
ing trench candles and ration heaters 
should be discontinued owing, he etates, 
to lack of cargo space at the disposal of 
the Red Cross. 

“The making of trench candles or 
ration heaters should be discontinued,” 
he says, “for the reason that, while 
these things are quite useful] in the 
trenches, they can be made to better 
advantage by women and children in 
Europe, but that it is not possible at 
the present time to ship them abroad. 
The cargo space at the disposal of the 
Red Cross is so limited that only the 
absolute essentials, such as surgica) 
dressings, food, warm clothing, etc., cap 
be shipped.
